THIRTIETH  ANNUAL 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES, 

From  October  1,  1892,  to  October  1,  1893. 


The  Trustees  submit,  herewith,  the  various  reports  showing 
the  operations  of  the  Hospital  during  the  Hospital  year  just 
closed.  The  amount  of  work  done  has  been  unprecedentedly  large. 
The  great  influx  of  strangers  caused  by  the  World’s  Fair  has 
taxed  the  Hospital  and  its  officers  to  the  utmost.  Every  ward  and 
room  and  bed  has  been  almost  continuously  full.  The  number 
of  in-patients  treated  was  1862,  of  out-patients  (dispensary), 
5531,  while  the  maintenance  expenses,  including  interest  and 
insurance,  have  been  some  $70,000.  Our  income  has  kept  pace 
with  it  so  that  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  we  close  the  year 
without  a  deficit. 

We  have  reduced  our  floating  debt,  a  large  part  of  which  is 
on  building  account,  some  $8,000,  during  the  past  year  but  it  is 
still  about  $40,000.  One  of  the  greatest  benefactions  any  one 
could  do  the  Hospital  would  be  to  pay  this  debt.  Once  on  a 
cash  basis  we  could  largely  reduce  our  cost  of  maintenance.  As 
compared  with  Eastern  Hospitals  our  invested  endowment  funds 
are  small,  the  income  therefrom  being  sufficient  to  provide  for 
but  a  small  portion  of  our  annual  expenses,  and  far  less  than 
the  cost  of  supporting  our  free  patients.  This,  however,  must 
be  a  matter  of  growth.  During  the  year  we  have  received  a  be¬ 
quest  of  $4,000  from  the  estate  of  Peter  SchoenhofeD,  deceased, 
and  also  $4,000  from  St.  Andrew’s  Brotherhood,  for  the  endow¬ 
ment  of  beds. 
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The  support  of  new  beds  has  been  undertaken  during  the 
year  by  the  following  persons:  Mrs.  H.  O.  Stone  (two  beds), 
Mrs.  Lambert  Tree,  Mr.  C.  W.  Brega,  the  estate  of  Chauncey 

B.  Blah'  and  R.  L.  Jones.  . 

The  Trustees  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  Hospital  from 
churches  and  individuals  have  been  steadily  decreasing  for  some 
years.  Under  these  circumstances  the  only  possible  way  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  deficit  is  to  increase  the  proportion  of  pay  patients.  Each 
pay  patient  pays  in  whole  or  part  for  his  or  herself,  but  back  of 
every  free  patient  must  be  enough  benevolent,  offerings  or  in¬ 
come  thereof  to  pay  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

If  those  offerings  decrease,  the  number  of  free  patients  must 
also  decrease.  We  are  thankful  to  say  that  during  the  past  year 
•  we  have  been  able,  by  strenuous  exertion,  to  slightly  increase  the 
number  of  Hospital  days  of  free  patients.  What  we  can  do  if  the 
benevolence  of  churches  and  individuals  continues  to  decrease, 
is  a  matter  for  serious  reflection.  The  Trustees  are  glad  to  b© 
able  to  say  that,  at  the  recent  Hospital  Congress  St.  Luke’s  re¬ 
ceived  the  highest  commendation,  and  our  system  under  which 
the  absolutely  destitute  are  taken  in  free  and  others  allowed  to 
pay,  according  to  their  means  (thus  avoiding  any  pauperization), 
called  forth  the  unstinted  praise  of  eminent  Hospital  experts 
then  present.  One  such  expert  remarked:  “  I  have  personally 
“verified  the  system  in  vogue  at  St.  Luke’s  and  I  declare  it  to 
“be  one  of  the  best  systems  that  a  Hospital  can  be  conducted  on 
“and  I  believe  it  to  be  the  only  safe  system  and  satisfactory  way 
“in  which  you  can  conduct  a  Hospital.  St.  Lukes  Hospital, 
“situated  in  one  of  the  poorest  districts  of  the  city  is  doing  a  glo- 
“rious  work  in  the  best  possible  way  and  the  Church  people  of 
“Chicago  are  every  year  turning  their  backs  more  and  more 
“upon  it.”  May  we  not  commend  his  words  to  all  who  read 
this  report. 

The  Hospital  is  greatly  cramped  for  room,  especially  m 
regard  to  nurses’  quarters  and  accommodation  for  domestics. 

We  hope  that  at  some  day  not  far  distant  some  friend  of 
the  Hospital  may  be  found  to  give  the  institution  what  it  sorely 
needs — a  separate  building  for  its  nurses;  such  a  building  would 
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be  an  institution  in  itself  and  form  the  most  beautiful  of  memo¬ 


rials. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  render  the  thanks  of  the  Institution 
to  the  Medical  Board  and  the  Dispensary  Board  for  faithful  serv¬ 
ices  during  the  year.  They  would  also  thank  the  officers  and 
employes  of  the  Hospital  and  Training  School  for  their  services. 

The  Trustees  also  desire  to  thank  the  ladies  of  the  Aux¬ 
iliary  Board  for  their  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 

The  various  reports  are  herewith  submitted  showing  the 


operation  of  the  Hospital  in  detail. 

Rendering  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His  mercies  to  us, 
and  commending  the  Hospital  to  the  public,  we  are,
